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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 
L This Office Action is responsive to the amendment filed on 7/14/2004. Claims 1, and 3-6 
have been amended Claims 1-7 are pending and are finally rejected for reasons necessitated by 
applicant's amendment. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 7/14/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: In the abstract, the newly added sentence "[t]he electrode leads 
of the positive and negative collectors are welded, together" constitutes new matter. The original 
disclosure does not support that the electrode leads of the positive and negative collectors are 
welded together. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claim 4 is objected to because it does not show the deletion of the word "acrylonitrile" 
with respect to the previous version of claim 4. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 112 
4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5 Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 US.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

In claim 1, the limitation "said modified polyacrylates and said modified polyethylene 
each having a molecular weight in the range of 10,000 to 300,000 and 50%~90% amorphous 
phase" is not supported by the original disclosure. 

In claim 1, the limitation "electrode leads of said positive and negative collectors are 
welded together" is not supported by the original disclosure. Furthermore, it is unclear how this 
battery would function because it would be short-circuited by welding together the electrode 
leads of the positive and negative collectors. 

Claims depending from claims rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph are also 
rejected for the same. 

6. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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7. Claims 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 5, the limitation "natural graphite and combinations thereof is indefinite 
because it is unclear what the phrase "combinations thereof refers to in the limitation. 

In claim 5, the limitation "petroleum coke-containing products" is indefinite because it is 
unclear what these petroleum coke-containing products are. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-7 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
